publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter (the 25- 
percent discount to dealers does not apply to the Congressional record, Federal 
register, Supreme Court reports, Catalog of copyright entries, and Climato- 
logical data for United States, which may, however, be sold by dealers at a 
price in advance of that charged by this Office). 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent.

TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange- 
ment of public documents advocated in the Check List of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909.

Topographic maps 


Notrf.—The Geological Survey is making a series of topographic maps that will even- 
tually cover the whole United States, also Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. The indi- 
vidual maps are projected to represent quadrangle areas rather than political divisions, 
and each map is designated by the name ef some prominent town or natural feature in 
the area mapped. The scales most commonly used are 1: 31,680, 1: 62,500 and 1: 125,000. 
corresponding approximately to 4% mile, 1 mile, and 2 miles to 1 inch. The area covered 
differs with the latitude, but the average area is 58,230, or 920 square miles, respectively, 
for these three scales. Topographic maps are printed on uniform-sized paper, about 20 by 
1614 inches, and the maps of the quadrangle areas represented thereon are about 17% 
inches long and 12 to 15 inches wide, according to latitude. For some areas of particular 
importance special large-scale maps are published. A general description of topvgraphic 
maps and a list of the symbols used are printed on the reverse of each sheet. 

About 47 percent of the continental area of the country, excluding Alaska, has been 
mapped, every State being represented. Connecticut, Delaware, the District of Columbia, 
Hawaii, Maryland, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Rhode 
Island, and West Virginia are completely mapped. A number of the topographic maps 
covering 15’ quadrangle areas in New Jersey are out of print, the Survey not reprinting 
these as the stocks become exhausted but referring applicants fo the Department of Con- 
servation and Development, at Trenton, which published maps on a slightly different scale 
(1: 63,360): and on paper representing the approximate area of two or three of the Federal 
quadrangles. Maps of the regular size are sold by the Geological Survey at 10c. each. Ex:

Indexes to the Press 
releases are supplied semiannually, as of December 31 and June 30. The Department of 
State includes in the Press releases series, each quarter, a complete list of its publications 
for the preceding quarter. ; ;
